statement was made today by the de- 
partment: — 

“At various dates between Septem- 
ber 27. 1909, and February 2, 1910, Sec- 
retary Ba'tlinger withdrew from entry 
approximately 2,482,750 acres of land 
in California,. including known’ oll 
lands in the Southern Pacific land 
Krant, reported as probably contain- 
ing oil deposit. 

“All of 4hese withdrawals were rati- 
fied, confirmed and continued under 
the authority of the Act of Congress 
of June 25, 1910, by order of President 
Taft dated July 1, 1910. Since that 
time three additional withdrawals 
have been made, making the total 
area so withdrawn 2,602,746 acres. 

“No patents whatever have been is- 
sued to the Southern Pacific or any 
other railroad company for lands in- 
cluded in the withdrawals since the 
date of the withdrawals. A number | 
of patents have been issued at various: 
times prior to 1904 for lands in these 
localities within the Southern Pacifie 
grant and in 1904-5, during the admin- 
istration of Secretary Hitchcock, 6170 
acres were patented.

“As the statute of limitations has 
not been against the patent for* the

RAINFALL RECORD.

SAN JACINTO, Nov. 14.—One of tiie 
heaviest storms ever Known in this 
Section! of the country began about 3 
o'clock Sunday afternoon and for more 
than ah hour amounted to a veritable 
cloudburst, accompanied by heavy 
peals of thunder and vivid lightning 
flashes. After the main downpour had 
passed, light showers continued 
throughout the night and up to noon 
today the sky was heavily overcast. 
The precipitation amounted to 2.15 
inohes, at least two inches of this 
downpour falling within two hours’ 
time. The streets were running creeks 
and water stood on all vacant lands. 
Coming as it did, the storm was not as 
beneficial as a more moderate shower

ing---Captured After a Desperate 


NE man was shot through left 
ung and several others narro eR- 
caped having bullets lodged in their 
bodies about 3 o”clock yesterday after- 
noon, when Benjamin Sheppard, a half- 
crazed negro, ran amuck on Spring 


at anyone who approached him. 

Giovanni Simoni, 21 years of age, an 
Italian, living on San Fernando street, 
is the man-shot. He was walking leis- 
urely along the street when the negro 
ran toward him with the gun in his 
hand. Simoni, frightened, turned to 
run, and the négro fired at him point 
blank. The bullet, of 41-caliber, felled 
Simoni to the sidewalk. 

Bleeding profusely, he was picked up 
by other pedestrians and carried into a 
store on Spring street between Fourth 
and Fifth. His wound was roughly 
bandaged and a call sent for the police 
ambulance. ‘ 

The negro is believed to have been in 
& crazed condition when he started 
shooting up the street. 

In an alley opening on Fifth street, 
between Main and Spring, Sheppard 
got into an argument with some other 
negroes over religious subjects. The 
altercation became heated and Shep- 
pard is reported tm have told the other 
negroes that he would kill them. 

THREATENS TO KILL. 

Sheppard became intensely excited 
when his friends continued talking and 
finally he whipped out a large revo'ver 
from pocket and threatened them. 
They took to their heels, and he then 
started West on Fifth toward Spring 
street. Seeing Traffic Officer Ar- 
guello standing in the center of the 
road, the negro turned north. 

Arguello saw the negro flourishing 
the gun and pursued him. .The patrol- 
man drew his own revolver, but, seeing 
the crowd gather, he was afraid he 
might injure someone else, so replaced 
his gun in his pocket. 

He again drew his gun when the ne- 
gro shot Simoni, but the crowd again 
surged into the path and the officer had 
to replace it the second time.

Sheppard and struck him a heavy blow 
in the face. The negro fell to the pave- 
ment, but was still full of fight. An- 
other man came to the aid of the officer 
and together they pinned him to the 
ground.

Men Await Trial. 


Foundation for Defense Out 
Under Them. 


The foundation on which the union- 
iter have built their defense in picket 
cases was shattered, yesterday, when 
word from the Supreme Court was re- 
ceived by Sidney N. Reeve, Assistant 
City Prosecutor, that a decision had 
heen reached upholding the validity of 
the city’s picket ordinance. 

The case in point was the applica- 
tion of J. J. Williams, unichite picket 
arrested near the Fulton Iron Works, 
a writ of habeas corpus to secure 
his release from the City Jail, where 
he is being held pending his trial on 
a charge of picketing. 

Williams did not seek release on 
bail as the unionites believed his case
